The  estimated  "Home"  Population  for  the  mid.  year

SECTION  D. 

Housing 

The. Post  War  Housing  programme  was  continued  during 
the  year  and  25  permanent  brick  houses  on  the  Orchard 
Road  and  Ermine  Close  Sites  were  completed.  13  of  these 
were  of  .three  bedroom  typp,  O’ ’were  one  bedroomed  flats 
and  4  two  bedroom  type. 

Eight  new  dwellings  were  erected  by  private  enterprise. 
All  these  were  of  three  bedroom  types. 

Conversions  and  adaptations  of  existing  buildings  by 
private  enterprise  provided  two  family  units. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Housing  List  stood  at  a 
figure  of  126  for  List  "A"  applicants,  and  although  in  all 
109  houses  were  built  and  occupied  up  to  the  end  of  1950, 
the  solution  of  the  housing  problem  does  not  appear  to  be 
in  sight. 

The  Council  hold  four  premises  under  requisition  and 
these  provide  8  family  units  of  accommodation.

The  huts-  at  this  site  continued  to  give  anxiety  during 
the  year,  due  to  their  increasing  dilapidation  and  the 
extreme  difficulty  in  keeping  them  as  weatherproof  as

A  commencement  was  made  near  the  end  of  the  year  in 
the  demolition  of  these  huts  and  one  tenant  was  re-housed 
and  the  hut  demolished.  It  was  anticipated  that  this
